porating purposes, Some casen, and they have 
o Galifornin incorporation, and refine to levy 
agGecamonta for opening the mine. Such dog- 
in tho-manger conduct has retarded operations 
here, and we see the Recse River people also 
complain of it. A California corporation labora 
at enough disadvantages, when it Inbors hon- 
oatty and Industriously, in the proscention of 
mining operationa ont bere. For thena reasons 
we have many times urged the ndvantage of 
incorporating in the Territory. An intelligent 
correspondent publishes fa the Petaluma Argus 
a communication to the point. He complains 
that by ihe corelessness, ignorance, and con- 
trarincas, of different stockholders in Sonoma, 
the mines ahout Star are kept back—many 
having receded largely from the good opinion 
and high price at which they were held, This 
we knew fo be ao; but preferred not to men- 
tion it till como mon from that quarter took 
the initiative.

Below the 
ranch, threo sites for steam mills have been 
reserved; then comes ‘Teamsters Square y 
then Main street, G6 feet wide, with lots 50 by 
100 fevt each side. At obout midway of Main 
street, is ‘Fountain Square.’ In the center of 
this will be a fountain, supplied by pips from 4 
large spring at an elevation of 225 fect. This 
epring will also be valuable, by its elevation, 
for supply of water to extinguish fires, 

From Fountain square the enton spreads out, 
affurdiug an excellent view of the river. 

The climate here ia about the snme as on the 
river, only, protected by the mountains, It to 
not vis ted by as heavy winds, Plenty of wo- 
ter, and many thousand cords cedar wood near 
at hand. ‘White Horse Cation,’ 3 miles north- 
east, has nearly as much wood. 

From Neptune City I went to Neslon’s Ranch, 
on the river.

road from Downieville to Sierra Valley, through 
the famous Yuba Gap, and to issue bonds to 
the farther amount of $20,000 to aid ia the 
construction of the Marysville and Beckwourth 
Pasg Turupike, from La Porto to the eastera 
boaadary, both of which important enterprises 
have been commenced by liberal private sub- 
scriptions, These roads would not only give 
ta Sierra county two excellent and compara- 
tively snowless routes to ihe Eastern Slope 
mines, but would also open s market forthe 
prodace of the summit vaffeys, These remarke 
able table lands lie between the two crests of 
the Sierra, from 1,500 to 2,500 feet below their 
highest linea, and are fast belig éettled. by a 
hardy and energetic population.. The valleys 
themselves are fertite and timberless, and the 
mogatain flanks bounding them farnish abund- 
ance of magnificent timber and water power for 
mills to saw it up for market. Sierra Valley— 
lately decided by the boundary survey to be a 
part of Sierra county and equal in size to the 
entire former limits of that connty—hasa ar 
area of 180,000 acres, of which amount 16,020 
acres are glaimed az hay nieadows, 10,625 seres 
are used for grain growing, end 48,500 in alk 
are returned as arable.

This isa pretty good show- 
ing.for a bit of God’ earth that is lifted five or 
six thousand feet above sea level and troughed 
in the heart of one of thè most formidable 
mountain ranges on the planet, Thera are 
scores of suth valleys Mrewn between the 
donble crests of the Sierra; some of them hold- 
jng lakes on their bosoma, sod all of them cer- 
fain to be popniated and tiled, onder the 
stimulas giver by the silver discoveries in the 
barren and timberless regions lyihg to tha east- 
ward, and the opening of nunigrons transmon- 
tane wagon roads. The growth of permanent

Clerke, laboring 
men and women, draymen, mechanics, who bad 
accumulated a littl: money, have thas very 
eiten been swindled ont of tho whole of it. 
They have drawn their money from savings in- 
stitutions to purchase worthless stocks, or to 
pay asecesments designed only for the support 
of oficials, or the employment at high wages of 
men whose Jabora tend to no practical or pro- 
fitable result, It is high time for the public to 
discriminate moro carefully in these matters 
and to mark the men whose incapacity or dis- 
honesty is a reproach and au injury to the lead-

To send ont Vauchn’s thieving 
band of murderers to burn down houses in 
Roane, Anderson and Morgan comnties, over 
the heads of poor Union women and children, 
because their husbands had gone into the Fed- 
eral army, was not cruel, bat patriotic and 
right! To imprison huadreds of Union men in 
their filthy Southern prisons, dud cause thelr 
deaths by starvation, cold, and grief, was all 
right! To rob Union families all over Eastern 
Tennessee, to shoot down husbands, brothers, 
and sons, Ín the presence of mothers, wives and 
daughters, was not cruel, but the tender 
mercies of a Confederate Government, having 
and enjoying the emiles of God! 

Oh! you scoundrels, you have had your day 
—ours has at length comc—and you must take 
the consequences, Some of these sho-devils 
who sre to go Sonth, were of the very class 
who, two years ago, waved their handkerohtefs 
and exulted when Union men were hung here! 
These ara benntiful devils to claim tha sympa- 
thics of Federal officers now! They are daily 
trotting up and down these streets, abusing the 
Lincolnites, and avowing their devotion to the 
South. Let them go to their friends and stay 
with them |
